SOFIA, Butgaria, April 17.—Lat- 
est figures show that 140 persons, 
including *20 women and 10 chil- 


dren, were killed fn the ‘explosion 
of an infernal machine in the ca- 
thedral of Sveti Kral during the fu- 
neral of Gen. Georghieff yesterday. 
Six Generals and 30 other officers 
were among those killed. Among 
the-slain is the chief of police. 

Martial law was proclaimed 
throughout Bulgaria today. 

Sofia today was in a state of fer- 
mént, the greatest excitement pre- 
vailing. The military authorities 
have ordered a curfew establishe 4, 
the streets to be cleared at 7:36 
Dp. m. 

Although all members of the 
Government were present at the 
funeral service in the cathedral. 
none was seriously injured. Pre- 
mier Tzankoff was one of those in- 
jured, but was able to preside over 
the Cabinet during its emergency 
session today. 

Gen. Georghieff, whose funeral 
was being held when the explosion 
occurred, was assassinated in the 
street here Tuesday night. The 
assassination closely followed an 
attempt upon the life of King 
Boris as he was motoring near 
Sofia. . 

Detonated by Clockwork. 

The bomb apparentiy was de- 
tonated by clockwork mechani«m. 
It had been concealed under the 
roof in the southern part of the 
cathedral and spent most of ii« 
force upon the crowd in that part 
of the edifice. 

In addition to the large numer 
of fatalities, it is estitmated ‘hat 
about 200 persons were wounded. 

Upon learning of the 
the King immediately went to the 
scene. 

The director of the central pri- 
on was assassinated in the etreet 
here today. but otherwise 
were no disturbances last night or 
this morning, tn either Sofla or the 
provinces. 

Passengers on trains are being 
searched rigorously.

It is a dragnet order that might work great 
hardship to the man out 6f employment and honestly | 
seeking a position. Once arrested on suspicion and 
held for 20 hours, his career as a “police character” 
would have begun. On a second arrest, his chances’ 
for escaping the dragnet would be so much dimin- 
ished. 

As for the man already recorded as arrested, for) 
speeding or other misdemeanor, his only safety would 
be within doors. And the really criminally inclined 
—is this method calculated to improve or deter them? 
Hounded because of misdeeds they have not yet 
committed but of which they are judged capable, they 
will simply go elsewhere until the drastic clean-up 
order is forgotten and normality again reigns. 

Repeated arrests, without warrant and based mere 
ly on an arbitrary order, and raids made on suspi- 
cion, anonymous tips or other inadequate evidence. | 
simply irritate the people and tend to arouse a spirit 
of opposition to law enforcement. And such activi- 
ties keep a large part of the police force busy, di-, 
verting it from the necessary and vital task of pre-|

Of the stabilizing influencé of Fascism there seems 
to be no doubt. But there is likewise no doubt of the 
viciousness and inherent evil of Fascism’s meth- 
o@s. Such a heavy-handed dictatorship as Musso-| 
lini’s may be excused in a moment of dire emergency, | 
but as a settled governmental system it is violently! 
opposed to all democratic ideas. | 

Fascism, moreover, is built around one of the most! 
remarkable personalities in Europe, a man of high | 
ability and iron will, a fine example of the dictator 
type. With Mussolini gone his system must crumble. | 
In the meanwhile, some of Italy’s capacity for democ. | 
racy must be sapped. What need is there for po-| 
litical thinking when one man in Rome has arrogat- 
ed to himself the right to do that thinking for a/| 
nation? 

The spread of the Fascist idea may be regarded 
by people who believe in democratic principles with 
quite as much apprehension as the spread of the 
bolshevist idea. One is just as much a perversion of 
our principles of government as the other. And, so 
far as the United States is concerned, the danger of 
Fascist methods is infinitely greater than any ap- 
proximation of boishevism. |
